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Wilmington still battling New England Transrail

WILMINGTON — Town 
Manager Jeffrey Hull pro- 
vided an update of what is 
going on in terms of corre- 
spondence between Olin and 
the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency (EPA) at the 
most recent Board of Sel- 
ectmen meeting. 

Hull gave a summary of 
each of three letters that 
have passed between Olin 
and the EPA. 

The first letter is from the 
EPA to Olin and is dated

WILMINGTON — Recrea- 
tion Director Karen Campbell 
came before the Board of 
Selectmen at their most 
recent meeting to present a 
spring program update as 
well as to talk about the 
upcoming Yentile Farm Rec- 
reational Facility open house. 

For spring activities, Camp- 
bell’ mentioned the annual 
Easter egg hunt, which will 
take place on April 15 at 2 


p:m. 
= *We’ve got about 25 people 
registered, mostly through 
the senior center, that will be 
filling 7,000 eggs,” she said. 

Tee-ball is also having a 
great response this year with 
163 children and 14 teams 
registered, which is up over 
last year when 135 children 
and 12 teams were registered. 
There will also be new spring 
programs this year, including 
archery, Star Wars Lego, Dis- 
ney cupcake decorating, flo- 
ral arranging classes for 
adults, a hula hooping class, 
plus some planned trips. 

During the spring the Rec- 
reation Department works 
hard to prepare for the sum- 
mer as well. 

“Spring is always full of 
preparation for the summer, 
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Feb. 24, 2017. It references an 
Oct. 18, 2016 meeting held 
between Olin and EPA. The 
letter suggests that due to 
delays in operating unit three 
(OU3), which is a groundwa- 
ter remedial investigation, 
and the prospect of future 
delays in terms of gathering 
information there, the EPA 
wishes to move forward with 
the feasibility study with 
regards to operating unit one 
(OU1), which is the onsite 
Olin property contamination, 
operating unit two (OU2), 
which is off property sedi- 
ment and surface water. con- 
tamination, and portions of 


OU3, which is dense aqueous 
liquid that has been identi- 
fied there. 

“The intent would be to 
work toward a record of 
decision for operating units 
one and two and an interim 
record of decision for oper- 
ating unit three. Olin agrees 
to move forward with alter- 
native evaluations on the 
Jewel Drive property, which 
is one area where there is 
some dense aqueous materi- 
als that have been identi- 
fied, but they object to the 
requirements that EPA has 
established for the Main 
Street DAPL (dense aqueous 


phase liquid) and another 
DAPL pool that’s identified 
near Maple Meadow Brook,” 
explained Hull. 

The second letter is from 
Olin to the EPA where Olin 
asserts certain rights that are 
contained in the administra- 
tive settlement agreement 
between Olin and the EPA 
and they are seeking to invoke 
the dispute resolution proce- 
dures in said agreement. 

“Hssentially they are ob- 
jecting to going forward 
with portions of the evalua- 
tion at this time,” said Hull. 

The third letter is from the 
EPA back to Olin and is 


dated March 21, 2017. This 
letter acknowledges that the 
EPA received Olin’s letter, 
and indicates that there is a 
14 day negotiating period, 
which would have expired on 
March 24, but was extended 
through April 21. 

Olin has until March 31 to 
submit written comments as 
to the basis of their objec- 
tions, and the EPA is looking 
for dates prior to April 21 to 
meet with Olin. 

“EPA also notes in their 
response to Olin that the dis- 
tinction between their re- 
quest for seeking early ac- 
tion on the DAPL, in fact 


they’re seeking an earlier 
evaluation of the alterna- 
tives that may be available 
to dealing with the DAPL,” 
explained Hull. 

After the explanation of the 
letters, Chairwoman Judy 
O’Connell asked Hull, “how 
does it work in terms of 
these types of correspon- 
dence? STB (Surface Trans- 
portation Board) was not 
copied and they’re evaluat- 
ing New England Transrail, 
so how is the process of:com- 
munication to see that docu- 
ments like this get to STB so

COMMON 
TAX MISTAKES 


No signature: It’s the easiest part about doing your 
taxes, but some people still forget to do it. When you file 
online you won’t be able to submit the return without your 
typed signature—two signatures if you’re filing jointly. 

But when filing on your own, this is often overlooked. 
“An unsigned tax return is like an unsigned check—it’s not 
valid,” the IRS says. 

Wrong Social Security number: While you should have 
your own Social Security number memorized by now, tax- 
payers often enter the wrong numbers for their children 
or other family members. 

If you’re unsure of a number, get the Social Security 
ecards out and copy from them. Otherwise you risk 
getting your return kicked back to you by the IRS. 

Wrong name: Apparently many taxpayers can’t spell 
their names correctly. The IRS says putting the wrong 
name on a tax form is one of the most common tax errors. 

This mistake also comes up a lot after a person has 
changed his or her name—after getting married or for 
other reasons—and the name they write down on a return 
doesn’t match the name in the IRS’s system. 

To avoid this, make sure you’ve changed your name 
with all the relevant authorities, like the Social Security 
Administration, before filing your taxes.

finished fabric back to Salem. 

When the Boston & Lowell 
Railroad was built in the 
1830s, the developers were 
able to secure an exclusive 
license to run trains between 
Boston and Lowell, or any- 
where within five miles of 
Lowell. That led to the build- 
ing of rail lines to other 
areas nearby. There was the 
Lowell & Lawrence, the Low- 
ell & Andover, and the Salem 
& Lowell. 

At Wilmington Junction, 
there was a small village 
where railroad people lived. 
Art and Ethel Williams lived 
there when they were first 
married. Ethel grew up on a 
farm on Ballardvale Street 
which later became Friend’s 
Farm. The Friend brothers 
had a chain of 48 bakery 
stores and two beaneries. 
They would cart stale baked 
goods to the farm and feed 
them to the pigs, which in 
turn were used in Friend’s 
Pork and Beans. They built a 
large brick silo with the 
Friend’s logo in the lower 
field next to the railroad 
tracks, a landmark for train 
passengers for decades. 

There was a dirt road from 
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Ballardvale Street, just be- 
fore the farm, running out to 
the junction. It ran through 
what is today the Target 
store property. 

The Salem & Lowell was 
shut down in 1922 after the 
large cotton mills pulled out 
of Lowell and moved south. 
The tracks remained for 
many years. In the late 1920s, 
water main pipes were deliv- 
ered to the Brown’s Crossing 
pumping station, next to the 
old rail line. 

Some remains of the rail- 
road can still be seen today, 
but the construction of Route 
93 in the late 1950s obliterated 
much of the old railroad in 
North Wilmington. One 
prominent section is today 
called Ainsworth Road, off 
Andover Street, near Brown’s 
Crossing, on the cast side of 
Route 93. 

After the construeion of 
Route 93, it was possible to 
drive to the site of Wil-

The IRS 
Directory of Federal Tax Re- 
turn Preparers provides 
information on tax profes- 
sionals including their quali- 
fications and credentials. IRS 
tools are available 24/7. 

9.Check out IRS Publi- 
cation 17. This Federal In- 
come Tax publication is a 
complete tax resource. The 
300-page guide is available 
as an eBook as well. 

10. Avoid Errors: Taxpay- 
ers should take the extra 
time to review their return to 
file accurately the first time. 
Mistakes slow down refunds. 
IRS e-file is the most accu- 
rate way to file as using it 
eliminates many common 
errors. Paper return filers 
should double check’ all 
names; Social Security num- 
bers and remember to sign 
their tax return.

he impact of war on women

+ Women have been involved 
with war ever since the be- 
ginning of time. They sent 
off their sons and husbands. 
They served, too. 

. Here in this country it start- 
ed with the American Revo- 
lution, They were camp sup- 
porters-and nurses. Some of 
them;even disguised them- 
selves as men to fight. 

Now times have changed. 
Their, role has grown, and 
tqday..women soldiers, sail- 
ors,,,airmen, and Marines 
serve directly in harm's way 
ag.,combat warriors. And 
today they still send their 
gens-and husbands to war. 

Because of this, in this 
country there is an almost 
eountless number of women 
who;feel the pain of war 
every: day. Some have fought 
im,...the; war. They are the 
female Wounded Warriors, 
heroes. in combat. Others 
aze, less visible heroes. They 
are the ones who serve self- 
lessly and continuously as 
caregivers to wounded vet- 
erans. And there are those 
who'made the ultimate sac- 
rifice and suffer through the 
loss of their loved ones. 
2A! recent panel discussion 
held.here in Massachusetts 
focused on these women and 
provided them an opportuni- 
ty to share their stories. 
i¢We:have the stories that no 
one*iwants to hear, but that 
everyorie needs to hear,” 
explained Shannon Allen, 
wife! of wounded warrior 
Mark Allen. “From caregiv- 
ers ofswounded husbands and 
sons, to female wounded vet- 
erans; fo mothers and wives 
who Jost their soldiers, we've 
all séeri the impact of combat 
im uniquely different ways.” 
#The- audience heard first 
from Kelly Smith, a female 
veteran ‘who lost her arm in 
combat. Smith was a Navy 
medic serving her ninth com- 
bat: deployment when she 
was wounded in an explosion. 
During»: that 2007 explosion, 
she was treating Iraqi chil- 
dren. She threw herself on a 
ehild: and saved that child’s 
lifel c& sschool had been at- 
tacked because they had girls 
and boys in the same class- 
room.»

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as she came home and dealt 
with her condition. She also 
pointed out that as a female 
wounded warrior, she didn’t 
want anything special, but 
to be recognized like male 
wounded warriors. 

“People will ask me if I 
was born this way,” she said. 
“Or when was the accident 
where I lost my arm.” 

The last thing that crosses 
their minds is that she is a 
combat veteran. 

Allen spoke of forging rela- 
tionships and taking advan- 
tage of support systems both 
formal and informal to cope 
with her life as a permanent 
caregiver. Her husband can- 
not walk or talk and requires 
around the clock care. He can 
understand and communicate 
somewhat. He was wounded 
in 2009. Her life dreams and 
expectations disappeared. 

As for challenges, she said, 
“You hear all the time to take 
care of yourself. Like the oxy- 
gen masks on the plane, put 
yours on first. That’s easy to 
say, but hard to do it.” 

She credits her relation- 
ship with Ivonne Thompson, 
another wounded warrior 
wife, for helping her through 
this. 

Thompson’s husband, An- 
thony, suffered brain injuries 
that left him minimally con- 
scious and 100 percent depen- 
dant on care. He cannot com- 
municate though they are 
working on eye blinks. He 
was injured in 2007. The two 
women met while their hus- 
bands were in a traumatic 
brain injury hospital in 
Tampa. 

Thompson was pregnant 
with a son, and Allen was 
there with her toddler daugh- 
ter. The two women lived in 
hotel rooms and with their 
children, went back and 
forth to the hospital each 
day. The men were in the 
center for literally years. 

Thompson pointed out, 
“The one thing I had to over- 
come was how to have a nor- 
mal life for my child.” 

She feels good about’ that 
now and is especially grate- 
ful for the relationship be- 
tween the two children. They 
are very close. Even though 
the families live with one in 
Texas and one in Georgia, 
they maintain constant con- 
tact and visit face-to-face at 
least once a year. 

The other three women on 
the panel told the story of a 


Wisconsin Marine reserve 
unit’s tragedy and how they 
cope with their lives now. In 
November 2008, a vehicle 
from that unit was hit by an 
improvised explosive device 
(IED) in an area just south 
of Baghdad. 

Speaker Peggy O’Donnell 
lost her son, Lance Corporal 
Shane O’Donnell that day. 
Speaker Vicky Moeser’s son 
Scott Kruchten was severely 
wounded. Staff Sargent Chad 
Simon was also severely in- 
jured that day and would die 
nine months later. His wife, 
Regina Simon, shared her 
story. They spoke of having 
built a family of support 
among themselves. They 
talked of dark times and what 
brought them through it all. 
And they gave solemn wise 
advice. 

Moeser spoke candidly 
about her son’s PTSD and 
his anger issues. 

“If a pin dropped, before it 
hit the floor, he would be 
yelling.” 

She spoke of the struggle to 
remind herself what he was 
going through and that it was- 
n’t her he was angry at. She 
also shared that she, like her 
son, had survivor guilt issues 
that she only now realized. 

Simon explained struggling 
with a private grief and the 
sense that no one understood 
what she was going through. 
They were a reserve unit and 
not part of a base. There was 
no automatic community of 
support. 

People were good to her, 
but she noted, “Six weeks, 
six months, a year later, it is 
difficult to find people who 
understand that the loss is 
permanent.” 

O’Donnell explained that if 
you know someone who has 
lost a loved one, you should 
talk to the family about them. 

“Don’t be afraid to mention 
their name. Tell stories if you 
have them. That keeps them 
alive and keeps those who 
are alive moving forward.” 

The event was free and 
open to all. It was sponsored 
by Holidays for Heroes, a 
non-profit grassroots organi- 
zation on Nantucket that sup- 
ports wounded veterans and 
their families. This panel 
was designed to raise public 
awareness of women impact- 
ed by the war. The video of 
the discussion is available on 
the Holiday for Heroes Face- 
book page, posted March 18.

His need for 
in-patient stays ended in 
October 2016, and he is now 
followed closely in the clinic 
with blood work, frequent 
PET scans and MRIs. 

Back in early spring last 
year, Brodie had been trou- 
bled by stomach pains. He 
was initially treated for con- 
stipation, which eased the 
pain. Soon after completing 
treatment, his stomach 
issues came back. He .was 
thought to have intussuscep- 
tion, where the bowel curls 
up into itself. Doctors 
attempted to fix the issue, 
but found a blockage. The 
mass was sent for tests and 
finally revealed a fairly rare 
form of cancer and therefore 
he went chemotherapy. 

In June of last year, over 
250 people in, Wilmington 
gathered together to help 
ease the cause of the med-

ical bills. A family friend has 
organized a GoFundMe 
(https://www.- 
gofundme.com/brodie-raw- 
son). 

Since then, the third grader 
at the Shawsheen 
Elementary School has been 
on his road to recovery, all 
the while playing board 
games like 'Monopoly' and 
'Clue' with the 'Child Life 
Staff' in the clinic. He also 
enjoys video games, playing 
with his brother, watching 
Henry Danger, and making 
You Tube Videos. 

Now after last Monday's 
event, he can see himself on 
YouTube, shaving Patrice 
Bergeron's head. 

“The kids did have a few 
minutes before (the event) 
started to meet some of the 
players and get some auto- 
graphs,” said Erica. “Brodie 
took this opportunity to have 
the book her wrote about the 
Bruins while he was inpa- 
tient signed by some of the 
players.” 

Erica was asked how her 
son is doing aside from 
enjoying the event with 
Bergeron, and she replied, 
“Brodie is doing well. He 
had his hopefully final sur- 
gery last week to remove his 
port. He is done with all his 
inpatient treatments, and 
now is followed closely in the 
clinic for bloodwork, MRI's 
and PET scans.”

WILMINGTON - After 
qualifying for the post-sea- 
son two years ago for the 
first time since 2002, the 
Wilmington High Boys 
Tennis team came up just a 
little short last season, fin- 
ishing with an 8-10 overall 
record, and missing the 
state tournament by just one 
match.

The good news for the

It’s not often that a 4-12 
season one year can lead to

BILLERICA -- With just a 
little bit of luck things could 
have turned out much differ- 
ently for the Shawsheen 
Tech Softball team last sea- 
son.

Even with nothing 
to play for, the game was 2-1 
through five and a half 
innings. I was exceptionally 
proud of the way we battled 
and played.

One of the reason for 
Ialuna’s optimism is the 
leadership that returns to 
the Lady Rams lineup this 
season.

"Jaime has been with 
the varsity for two years and 
has so much character. She 
plays second when Brooke 
Arena pitches, and she can 
fill in at shortstop and third 
base at the drop of a hat.

Sophomore Becca Smith of 
Tewksbury will be a new- 
comer to the team this sea- 
son, and Ialuna is excited to 
see what she can do at the 
varsity level. 

"Becca had a fantastic try- 
out and I am expecting big 
things from her in the out- 
field this year," Ialuna said.

Ialuna also feels like the 
Lady Rams are in good 
hands with Welch and Basler 
as the team captains.

By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
TEWKSBURY - It’s been 
seven years since she has

As of this past weekend, 
about 150 people have regis- 
tered and Juliano is hoping 
for a lot more to come, espe- 
cially knowing the warmer 


weather is quickly on the 
horizon. 

“We encourage families to 
walk or run the event,” said 
Tuliano. “The race will be 
timed as it has been in past 
years, but we want people to 
know it's a walk and run. We 
will be awarding medals to 
the top winners in each age 
group.” 

All proceeds raised go to 
the Pan-Mass Challenge, the 
Meghan McCarthy Brain 
Tumor Research at The 
Jimmy Fund and Dana 
Farber Cancer Institute, as 
well as scholarships in 
Meghan's honor which are 
given out to high school sen- 
iors.

New Manager helps alter his delivery e 
Oberg changes things :: 
up and makes Rockies: 
Opening Day Roster

Back in November, the Town Crier 
caught up with Tewksbury's Scott Oberg, 
just six weeks or so after the Major 
League Baseball season ended. His season 
was cut short due to blood clots in his 
arm, but the Colorado Rockies' right- 
handed reliever was just about back to 100 
percent health at the time and eager to 
start his off-season throwing program. 

Just a few weeks before that interview in 


‘November, the Rockies decided to change 


gears, not retaining then manager Walt 
Weiss and bringing in Bud Black, the for- 
mer San Diego Padres Manager, who also 
spent many years as the Angels' pitching 
coach. Oberg was asked about that 
change back in November. 

“I'm excited to learn and development 
under Bud Black,” said Oberg. “He has a 
lot of managerial experience, all in the NL 
West so he's not foreign to our division, 
playing games (at Coors Stadium) in this 
altitude. I know he will come up with some 
sort of plan (to improve the pitching staff) 
and I'm excited for all of it.” 

Little did Oberg know at that time that 
Black would have a plan for him. During 
spring training, Black and the rest of the 
coaching staff made some adjustments 
with Oberg's delivery and mechanics. 
That change has seemed to work, as not 
only did Oberg have an excellent spring, 
but he made the Rockies' Opening Day 
Roster for the first time as the enters his 
third season with the Big Club.
